The vast empire contains many 
faces that are hardiy civilized, and the 
Czar ia the only tie that binds them to- 
gether. 

Nor is this the only difficulty. In Russia 
that middie class, which is called ballast 
in representative government, non-ex 
istent. There are large merchants and 
Manufacturers, but politically there are no 
shopkeepers. The artisan class seldom 
troubles itself with politics, provided that 
its Artels are not interfered with. 

The mass of the population lives on the 
land. The nobility own the soll, and are 
what we should call country gentlemen. 
The village pays a rent to the owner and 
the taxes to the government. The villagers 
portion out the land between themselves. 
There is nd legal fixity o” tenure, but the 
villager retains his plot by usage, provided 
that he cultivates it. In each province 
there is a local council, which is elected 
by the landowners, and on which practical- 
ly landowners alone sit. The council has 
the right to petition the Czar directly if it 
has to complain of the minister of the in- 
terior or of his local representatives, and 
this right it occasionally exercises. 

In the main, the councils act fairly to the 
peasants. There is, however, a_ certain 
amount of friction between the two, and 
the peasants have generally a superstitious 
respect for the Czar, whom they believe to

Stand. Fach redman was attired in his 
gaudiest colors and each face was hideous. 
ly dawbed with the conventional paint. 
The braves huddled together in one end of 
the amoking car and between the dense 
clouds of their cigarette smoke chattered 
over their lengthy journey. 

The most commanding figure in the mot- 
ley eageregation was Bluecloud. His clean- 
cut features, high head, &traight back and 
GieGainful taciturnity toward his com- 
Trades, aa well as toward the other mes- 
eengers, marked him apart from his less 
comely companions. Bluecloud was the 
youngest brave of them all, being but 2 
years old. His ‘hurrah’ garments con- 
sisted of his several necklaces of elk teeth, 
Sear teeth and magic beads, his most in- 
tricately. made war coat and trousers and 
belt, to which were attached all of his im- 
plements of war and his feathered head- 
gear, which trailed down his back several 
feet. Unlike the other Indians his features 
were no paint. Bluecloud certainly looked 
the part of the noble chief, although he 
was not one.

No trace of the 
other two men, who ran out the front 
way entrance, was found by the police. 

Allien and Fuller agreed that one of 
the men was about 6 feet in height. Al- 
len says that he recognized two of the 
robbers as two men he had seen playing 
pool in the room during the afternoon. 

The police are inclined to think the man 
who cscaped through the rear door must 
have had some knowledge of the place or 
he would never have taken any chances 
of being cut off or trapped in the yard. 

The one-story building over which one of 
the men escaped is located directly behind 
the Silver House, a Seventh street lodging 
house, 

Detective McGrath, Patrolman King and 
other members of the police force were at 
the scene of the robbery a few minutes 
after the alarm, but found no trace of the

Ernst and Mul- 
cahy caught up a stretcher and rushed 
to the Levi home. They returned in a few 
minutes with the body of young Levi. Dr.

DAYTONA, Fla., Jan. 21.—While speed- 
ing his racing automobile on the beach 
today, Frank Croker, son of Richard Crok- 
er, of New York collided with a motor 
cycle chair driven by one of the Ormond 
Hotel help.

His chauffeur, Raeul, was thrown 40 feet 
in the air and landed on his forehead, kill- 
ing him instantly.

Local Capitalists Said to Be Form- 
ing Syndicate to Keep Contro! of 
Street Railroad Lines in the 
City. 


For some days past the rumor has becn 
prevalent in the financial district of ne- 
gotiations between the United Railways 
Co. and the North American Co. looking 
to the transfer of a controlling interest 
in the Railways Company to the North 
American Co. 

Under the influence of this report, United 
Rallways common stock and Brown Bros. 
subscriptions have risen sharply on the 
local Stock Exchange. 

These negotiations were reported once 
before and were supposed to have fallen 
through, but the revival in the securities 
of the United Railways Co. in the ist few 
days, the report that the attorney for 
the company, Judge H. 8S. Priest, and 
President Murray Carleton are in New 
York City to consult with the North Amer- 
jean officials and Brown Bros. in regard 
to the disposition of this property, has 
added weight to the rumor. 

It is also stated that local capitalists 
are forming a syndicate to keep the con- 
trol of this important property in this city, 
and this is also given as the reason for 
the appearance of the officials of the Rail- 
ways Company in New York. 

The basis of the purchase price on which 
the control of the company is said to be 
sought is between $25 and $30 per share 
for the common stock issue, consisting of 
16,928 shares, represented in the recent 
issue of $7,000,000 of Brown Bros. subscrip- 
tions.

Congressman Hepburn Introduces 
Administration Measure for the 
Fixing of Railroad Rates by the 
Federal Government. 


TRANSPORTATION MEN

Wise Congressmen Assert New 
Plan Will Be of No Benefit to 
Shippers and Consequentiy 
Causes No Worry. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Representative 
Hepburn introduced his bill today amend- 
ing the interstate commerce act. The 
meastre has been submitted to the Presi- 
dent, attorney-general and other members 
of the administration. 

It is provided that upon complaint the 
commission shall order a just and reason- 
able rate, to take effect in 60 days, the 
carrier having the appeal to a court of 
commerce. Pending review, the court may 
Suspend the order, requiring a bond from 
the carrier for payment of damages to 
shippers. 

The commission ts also authorized to fix 
@ joint rate where two or more carriers 
fail to agree. 

The President ts authorized 
@n assistant attorney-general for the en- 
forcement of the act. Carriers refusing 
to obey an order of the commission are 
subject to a penalty of $5000 a day. 
An'‘appeal from the court of commerce 
can only be taken to the Supreme Court 
ef the United States. 

Thé: present interstate commerce com- 
mission is abolished and a new commis- 
sion treated, composed of seven com- 
missioners, at. salaries of $7000 a year.

Man Who Is Worrying the Mysterjous Stranger by His Tactics 
in Senatorial Race Used to Do Rough Riding at East 


Side Course With ‘‘Tod’’ 


Oliver J. Grace, whose brief legislative 
career has been full of surprises to ‘his 
colleagues and constituents, was a jockey 
at the old racetrack, which flourished on 
the outskirts of East St. Louls 14 years 
ago. 

Few of the thousands who saw Jockey 
Grace triumph in the saddle at the East 
St. Louis and Fair Grounds tracks then 
would now recognize him in the young, 
black-moustached Republican legislator 
from. the, Twenty-second ward. 

Grace's * “Jockeying”’ tactics ‘in the sena- 
torial Contest at Jefferson City have at- 
tracted the attention of the entire state 
to him. 

As a member of the St. Louis delega- 
tion, which was pledged by resolution to 
support Thos. K. Niedringhaus for- the 
Sehate, he was/one of the last persons 
who would have been picked in advance 
as a disturbing factor. But the quiet life 


was not for:him. 
Representatitve Grace started trouble the 


night ‘of the Republican senatorial caucis 
when he climbed on top of a desk while 
the final ballot was being recorded and de- 
clared to Chairman Tubbs that he had the 
most utter contempt for him. 

Grace’s unexpected performance on that 
occasion was followed by his introduction 
the next day of a resolution to investigate 
Mr. Niedringhaus’ conduct as chairman 
of the Republican state committee. 

The House was thrown into an uproar, 
and after an exciting debate the resolu- 
tion passed. 

The Senate took its cue from the House 
and appointed a committee for the same 
purpose, so that Representative Grace is 
really responsible for the official inspec- 
tion which revealed the connection, not 
shown by the records, of Brewers Busch 
and Stifel with the Republican state cam- 
paign fund. 

Grace seemed appeased and seconded 
Niedringhaus’ nomination in the House 
when the two branches of the Legislature 
balloted separately for United States sen- 
ator. He also voted for Niedringhaus. 


Changed Horses Again. 
When the two houses met in joint ballot, 
the 8t.

Thinks We Can Afford to Allow 
Great Britain to Excel Us on 
Water Because of Extreme Im 
probability of War With Her.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—“Our true pol- 
icy should be to make the United States 
the second power in the world, and if Con- 
gress will appropriate the money asked for, 
we shall, five years from now, rank next 
to Great Britain on the sea.”” Secretary of 
the Navy Morgan spoke’ with the gravity 
of having authority and responsibility. 

‘We need money -for three new large 
battleships,’’ he said. “‘Of course, we need 
torpedo boats and other things, but the 
three battleships are vita] in the present 
policy of developing our navy to second 
rank in the navies of the world... When 
that is accomplished: the command of the 
seas will be held by the English-speaking 
peonles.”’ 

‘“T am an expansionist,’’.Mr. Morton con- 
tinued. ‘I believe in expanding our in- 
ternal resources by reclaiming the arid 
lands of the West and in expanding our 
external commerce by making the Ameri- 
can name stand for ability to protect our 
ships and our citizens in all parts of the 
earth, so that, wherever there isa legiti- 
mate field open, our. people may ,go there 
with a sense of security.” |

Big Navy Insures Peace. 

= Pass believe in a big navy,” he sald. 
“It is the very best means of instiring 
peace. With a just and peaceful national 
policy we deserve to have a great influenco 
in the world, an influence proportionate to 
our wealth, population and territory. The 
relative order of the present effective war- 
ship tonnage of the principal powers is: 

“Great Britain, first; France, second; 
Germany, third; Russia, fourth; United 
States, fifth; Italy, sixth; Japan, seventh. 
and Austria, eighth. 

“Tf the vessels now being built were com. 
pleted it would be: 

“Great “Britain, first: France, sécond;: 
Tnited States, third; Germany, fourth; Rus- 
sia, fifth; Italy, sixth; Japan, seventh, and 
Austria, eighth 

“You will see that that places the United 
States in the third position as a naval pow- 
er. France is considerably stronger. It 
gives us about one-third as much effective 
warship tonnage as Great Britain. 

‘Now, it is essential that we should. have 
the three new battleships we have asked 
for if: we are to move ahead of France 
and take our place in the second position. 
These three vessels would cost $7,500,000 
each. 

“There would be no sense in attempting 
to match Great Britain in naval strength. 
That is one nation with which it is prac- 
tically impossible we shall have a war, 
but, for the sake of peace, we should be in 
a position to meet any other nation on 
more than equal terms on the sea. 

‘‘another important thing is the upbuild- 
ing of our merchant marine. There is no 
good reason why we should continue to 
pay freight on Our ocean commerce to other 


nations. 


Would Aid Merchant Marine. 


Do I believe in government assistance to 
our shipping industry? Well, it is a ques- 
tion of competition. We musi coinpete 
with Great Britain, France and Germany. 
Their governments help merchart marine, 
and, if we're to compete; we must do 
so, too. 

“IT have no plan, not even a theory of 
how the situation should be remedied, but 
I know that we are lusing money as rat- 
ters stand.” 

It is said that President Roosevelt had 
two priacipal reasons—aside frum person- 
al liking—for putting Mr. Morton in his 
cabinet. One was to have a thoroughly 
western. man ag chief advocate tor a big 
navy; the other was to secure the assist- 
ance of an expert railroad man in his ccen- 
templated fight for national control of in- 
terstate railroads. 

‘The railroads are one of the greatest 
interests of the United States; they rank 
next to our farms, and it is due to them 
that the farms are valuable.

CONGRESS TO BLOCK 
THE NAVAL PROGRAM 


President's Request for Three 
New Battleship Likely to 
Meet With Refusal. 


MAY CALL EXTRA SESSION 


Roosevelt Holds Club Over Legis- 
lators—Naval Deficit Is 
$15,000,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—President 
Roosevelt will strike two snags in Con- 
Kress when his greater navy program 
comes up with the naval appropria- 
tion bill. The House snag will be Speaker 
Cannon and the Senate snag will be Sen- 
ator Hale, chairman of the naval affairs 
commit tee. 

The President wants three new battle- 
ships and a generally expensive naval pro- 
gtam. Both Cannon and Hale say the 
rigid economy that is being enforced must 
be extended to the naval establishment. 

A few days ago Representative Watson 
of Indiana was talking with the President. 

“There is a disposition to keep the navy 
appropriations down very  close,”’ said 
Watson. 

“By Godfrey, Watson,"’ the President ex- 
ciaimed, “if Congress does not give me 
my three battleships I will call an extra 
session of Congress and get them.”’ 

Watson carried the word back to Con- 
gress, and Speaker Cannon gritted his 
teeth and took a fresh grip on the naval 


committee in the House. 

Senator Hale received yesterday an un- 
official letter from Secretary Morton, 
which stated that the naval deficiency this 
year will be $15,000,000 in round numbers. 
Henator Hale went over to see Speaker 
Cannon. Hale is fighting mad. He says 
that no more battleships than those: now in 
commission and in process of construction 
are needed at present, and he intends to 
oppose the President's plan for naval in- 
crease. 


Hale ints out that the late naval ap- 


propriation, approximating $100,000,000, was 
the largest in the history of the navy, and 
that .were is a deficit $15,000,000 on top 
of that. He says that In a few years, if the 
President's plans are carried out, the navy 
will cost 200,000,000 a year, with the 
country in a condition of profound peace. 

Senator Hale and Speaker Cannon are in 
deadly earnest. They say the naval Dill 
must be pared down, and that not more 
than one battleship shall be authorized. 
They are working together. The President 
will know he has been in a fight after he 
gets through with them.

“Tl believe the church can receive reve- 
lations,”’ replied Senator Smoot. 

“Who receives them?’ 

“T believe any good man can receive reve- 
lations, but President Smith is the only 
man who can receive revelations that 
would be binding on the people.”’ 

“Do you believe that any revelation 
which might be given could be superior to 
the lawe of the land?" asked Senator Over- 


man. 


Evades the Question. 

“T do nut believe it would be superior to 
the laws of the land4.”’ 

“Then, {f you get a revelation from 
heaven yourself, would you have to obey 
it?’’ 

“I belleve if it was from God it would be 
compulsory upon me to obey it.

Mrs. Jessie Spencer, Bedriddea 
With Paralysis, Powerless to 
Move With House in Flames, 


Because she took hot irons to bed with 
her in order to keep her feet warm yes- 
terday afternoon, Mrs. Jessie Spencer, 50 
years old, was severely burned and re- 
ceived a shock that greatly aggravates her 
already weakened condition, due to illness. 

With her clothing on fire and flames 
eating at her neck and shoulders, Mrs. 
Spencer, bed-ridden with paralysis, lay 
helpleas until Policeman George A. Ruel 
broke in the back door and lifted her out 
through a window which he smashed with 
his fists. 

Mrs. Spencer was taken to the City Hos- 
pital. Her burns, in themselves, are not 
serious, but the shock and fright, and her 
partial suffocation, together with her 
weakened vitality, make her condition 
critical. 

Mrs. Spencer, with her daughters, Jessie, 
19, and Beulah, 12, live in the two base- 
ment rooms of the house at $116 North 
Newstead avenue Policeman Ruel, at- 
tached to the Mounted District, and his 
wife live upstairs. Ruel is a night man, 
and sleeps in the afternoon. 

Jessie Spencer is employed downtown; 
Beulah, the youngest daughter, is her 
mother’s nurge, and attends her almost 
constantly during the day. Yesterday af- 
ternoon Beulah built a rousing fire in a 
stove, by which she heated irons to place 
at her mother’s side. Then she locked 
the doors and went out to play in the 
neighborhood. 

The policeman was asleep upstairs. Soon 
after 5 o'clock he was aroused by faint 
moans. His wife, also, heard them. Both 
smelled smoke. 


He Forced Locked Doors. 
Ruel hurried down stairs to the front 
of the house and saw the gleam of 
flames in the sick woman's room. He 
tried the front door and found it locked, 
He ran to the back of the house and 
found the door there also locked. He 
threw his weight against it and it 


yielded. 
The volume of smoke that rushed out 
almost overpowered him, but he groped 


his way through the back room and 
into the front, room where lay the in- 
valid. 

The flames from the overheated stove 
had reached the clothing of Mrs. Spencer, 
and were burning around her neck and 
shoulders. Ruel smothered them and 
threw a mass of bed clothes upon her. 
Then he went to the front, threw both 
hands against the windows and broke 
them open. As he did so the broken 
glass cut his left hand severely. 

He lifted the sick woman from her 
bed and through the broken windows. 
The bed clothing burst, into flames again 
and he stoppe to beat out the fire.

THE SUN’S RAYS AS A CURE FOR DISEASE. 

In connection with the permit issued during the week for 
a new nine-story building in New York City for the Mas- 
hattan Hospital, ft is disclosed that one of the special fea- 
tures of the new building is to be a “sun parior,”’ in which 
patients are to be treated by “sun batha,"’ or exposure dur- 
ing a greater part of the day to the direct rays of the sun. 

The sun bath and “sun parlor’ are growing in favor. 
In some cases reported, there is a revival of the Pleasanton 
theory of results to Le obtained from. light passing through 
glass of different cclors. He confined his propeganda to 
blue glass, but different “rays” from those of the lowest to 
those of the highest intensities are among inexpensive 
and no doubt effective means of treating many diseases. 
That direct sunlight under proper conditions is not only 
the most natural, but the most powerful of all “tonics’’ was 
long a matter of common belief before it became a scien- 
tifie theory.

WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


At the Wednesday C.ub this week an in- 
terested audience listened to Miss Mary 
E. MacDowell of the Chicago University 
Settiement, who has been a resident of the 
ote packing house district of Chicago 
or ten years, and has, therefore, suc ha 
knowledge of the conditions and ideais otf 
the army of men and women engaged in 
the enormous packing industry as constant 
association in ciose friendship and sym- 
Pathy alone can ive. Miss Mac Dowell s 
Subject was “Our Proxies in Industry. 

She said that women today have a degree 
of leisure which was beyond the hopes o! 
our mothers and grandmothers, because 
we are relieved of the necessity of doing 
and making with our own hands most of 
the things upon which our own comfort 
and that of the family depends. 

Our proxies in the work of spinning 
weaving, of sewing and canning and 
pickling, in the thousand and one direc- 
tions in which our grandmoth: rs effort 
was obliged to exert itself, are the ma- 
chine, and the 3,000.00 or more women ae 
girls who are engaged in work of facto 
grade in the United States, Most of les se 
women are working because they have (to 
work, either for the bare necessities ol! 
life or because thy are reaching -tawards 
a higher standard of living than that 
their father and mother. 

To hasten the elevation of standards, and 
to develop in woman an impersonal ani 
unemotional attitude towards the problems 
that her position as a worker faces her 
with, Miss MacDowell advocates organiza- 
tion, or practically the unionizing of wom- 
en workers. Miss MacDowell cited some 
very good instances of development as a 
result of the organiza ions that she has 
knowledge of in the Chicago packing. dis- 
trict. Indeed, all the stories that she told 
and the pictures that she drew were 0! te ll- 
ing effect. 

Great emphasis was laid on 
tance to the working woman of the recog 
nition of her ideals and needs by her mor 
fortunate sisters, and the plea for strong- 
er connections between the extremes on a 
purely human basis was earnestly pressed. 

Miss MacDowell lays no claim to being 
either an economist or a sociologist, but 
she ventures the suggestion that we are 
in the midst of a great revolution, out of 
which will grow the recognition of the 
working class as one of the great vital 
forces in our economic life.

JIU JITSU FOR 


Japanese Exponents of 


There is much comment nowadays about 
‘jiu-jitsu in the sporting pages of American 
newspapers, and greater than the com- 
ment is the Japanese science, if all that 
its masters claim for it is true, 

This te the second time in the past few 
| years that a wave of jiu-jitsu has struck 
the western continent and this time it 
seems to have come to stay. One of the 
'three great Japanese masters, Prof. Ya- 
‘mashita. has come to America and lesser 
(lights in the great eastern art of self- 
defense are epringing up all over the coun- 
try 

Disciples of fiu-jitsu eay they have the 
greatest trouble in convincing the Ameri- 
can puwblic,. end particularly American 
wrestiers, that jiu-jitsu is not wrestling in 
any sense of the word. Hideto Akiyama, a 
former lieutenant in: the Japanese army, 
and a companion, Arato Suzuki, posed for 
the Post-Dispatch to illustrate a series of 
three articles on the eastern science. The 
other two will appear in Monday's and 
Tueeday's issues. 

On the wrestling argument Mr. Akiyama 
says: 

“T cannot understand why American 
boxers and wreStiers will not see that jiu- 
jitey is neither one nor the other. We do 
not claim that the art of jiu-jitsu is wrest- 
| ling at all. and for that reason we have 
no wish to try conclusions with Ameri- 
can wrestiers. 


Only for Self-Defense. 


“‘Briefiy, ‘fiu-jitsu is purely the Japanese 
art of self-defense and nothing else. Our 
teaching. the teaching of the science in 
all its branches, is toward one end—to dis- 
able your opponent eas quickly and effect- 
ively as possible. We Japanese are a race 
lof amall men and the jiu-jiisu was a nat- 
ural development brought about by our 
inevitable lack of power in game 
requires great physical strength. Therefore, 

iu-jiteu is not used merely to throw a man 
ho attacks or to gain a temporary 
advantage, but all coaching teaches to put 
him absolutely at your mercy, to break his 
heres or injure him so that he cannot re- 
iturn to the attack

BRISK ADVANCES 


New York Trading Little Affected 
by Disturbances in St. Peters- 
burg—lIncreased Volume of Cash 
Offset by Loan Expansion. 


_EUROPEAN SPECULATORS 
SHOW SIGNS OF SCARE 


Russian Bonds and British Consols 
Both Fall Sharply Through Ap- 
prehension of Coming Stori-- 
Wheat Nervous—Cotton Quict. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. %21.—The Evening 
Post's review of the markets says today: 

The Russian news and a rather startling 
expansion of the New York bank loan ac- 
count were the governing financial influ- 
ences today. As to the bank return, the in- 
crease of cash, $10,400,000, was more than 
had been expected, though not as much 
as in the same week of 194, but the $%,- 
400,000 loan expansion more than offset this 
increase, and cut down surplus reserves 
$750,000. 

Legitimate interest today converged on 
the Buropean markets rather than on our 
own. This did not mean that New York 
was affected, financially speaking, by the 
St. Petersburg disturbances; on the contra- 
ry, the course of events on our own mar- 
ket today was exactly what it has been 
for some days past. 

In reality, our market was merely dull, 
with a showing of weakness at the close, 
but the now familiar spectacle of two or 
three stocks being seized upon and ad- 
variced with great suddenness and violence, 
while the rest of the list remained almost 
wholly neglected, was again presented. 

On Europe's market, the case was some- 
what different. British consols and Rus- 
sian bonds again fell sharply at London, 
Russians touching a price 2% points below 
that of three weeks ago, and the lowest 
since last June. At Paris, the market 
seemed to be supporterd, but the London 
thoory appears to be that financial Paris 
ie realizing on its English investments, 
with a view to fortifying itself against any 
possible grave development at the Rus- 
sian capital over Sunday. 

The situation in that quarter is certainly 
most extraordinary, and he would be a 
daring prophet who should undertake two 
predict exactly what will happen. 

It is @ matter for congratulation that the

On the contrary, he appeared to have a

of those who discovered and examined the 


body of the deceased. The coat was but- 
toned, the pistol was securely in the hip 
pocket, and the wound was such as to 


cause almost instant death, according to 
the state's proof, 

The jury which tried 
a verdict of murdcr in the first degree, 
but because the evidence’naside from the 
defendant's confession was all circumstan- 


tial, recommended that the trial judge im-

court disregarded the ‘“‘mitigation’’ clause,

The lower court was sustained in every 
phase of the case except its last act. The 


proof, but the evidence was not sufficiently 
conclusive aa to cause the mind of the 
court to rest easy in affirming the sentence 
of death, Hence, the sentence was modi- 
fied to imprisonment for life. 

The details of the Dowell murder are stil] 
fresh in the memories of all newgpaper 
readers in the state. It is, perhaps, true, 
that no other story of.a murder and the 
trial of the murderer has been reud s0 
generally in Tennesse in vears. 

Like the shooting of Swan, there were no 
eye-witnesses to the Dowell tragedy in its 
entirety. ‘The negro janitor of Joel A. 
Battle castle. hall saw Cox fire the shot, 
but he was not in a position to see Dowell's 
actions before or during the shooting. ent 
and Dowell exchanged shots, and while the 
bullet holes in Dowell'’s clothing indicated 
that he was taken by surprise, after ail. 
this evidence was only circumstantial, be- 
cause no witnesses except Cox enw Dowell 
immediately preceding the deed. 

After a long an tedious trial Cox wae 
convicted of the rurdor, but « compromise 
verdict was reached’. One juror held out 
for acquittal for more than a week, and 
then voted for murder in the firet degree, 
provided mitigation were recommends 
And so it was. But Judge Hart set aside 
the recomendations and passed the  6en- 
tence of dcath.

For who will need to buy the imitation 

product or indulge in frequent purchases of real 

blossoms when the fadeless flower has become 

common by reason of a more general and wide- 
spread growth? 

Luther Burbank, the famous California horti- 
culturist, who was recently granted an annual 
allowance of $10,000 for ten years by the direc- 
tors of the Carnegie Institute for the purpose of 
conducting experiments in floral development, is 
engaged in this task of propagating the fadeless 
flower. He is working with an Australian bloom 
that produces a pink blossom. He hopes to 
make it reproduce itself in various colors. It is 
his belief that his fadeless Australian flower can 
be generally grown before long, in an improved 
form, and he is a man who, thus far, has mate- 
his florieultural theories into established 
facts. But his fadeless flower has kept its bloom 
for only one year. In the meantime the world’s 
most perfect specimen of the fadeless flower. 
which Burbank hopes to place within the reach 
of all, is one of the treasures of Shaw’s Garden 
in St. Louis. Plucked over 80 years ago, it still 
blooms.
